Guthrie, Ok., Feb. 27.—Attorneys of 
the senate are divided upon the prop­ 
osition whether 
a person 
carrying 
trom an express or freight office to his 
home liquor shipped to him from an­ 
other state violates the law, which 
subject received considerable atten­ 
tion today during considerati >n of the 
prohibition enforcement bill. The con­ 
tention that such a case would be a 
violation of tlaw was used to show the 
necessity of numerous dispensaries 
over the state and as a justification for 
the committee not confining the en­ 
forcement bill to the plain letter of 
tile constitution. 
The dispensary plan 
was finally adopted formally. 
The constitution says dispensaries 
to sell liquor as medicine may be lo­ 
cated in towns of 2,OOO population or 
more, whereas the bill permits them 
ani plac^- where a public necessity 
exists. 
Senators from the smaller 
places contended again as on yester­ 
day that “medicine” was as much of a 
necessity in the towns 
under 
2,000 
people as in those of greater popula­ 
tion. 
It was a general agreement that pro­ 
hibition would not be absolute until, 
as expressed by Senator W. H. John­ 
son, the manufacture of liquor was 
stopped, and speaking to the proposi­ 
tion of divorcing

code from the dispensary -dan, cen­ 
sured tm legislature fox en- ••wonng 
to “place the state m the .-.aiooii busi­ 
ness." 
Senator Conn, one of the physician 
members, who complained that none of 
the physicians had been placed upon 
the committee to determine the neces­ 
sity of dispensaries from a scientific 
viewpoint, announced that physicians 
would not prescribe liquors in their 
practice and that the sale cf whiskey 
for medicinal purposes was wholly 
unnecesarv.

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Kansas Act Cited as Example. 
Senator Davis of Bristow, in urging 
the separation of the two bills held 
up the prohibition bill of Kansas as a 
model which lie said was 50 per cent 
better than the Oklahoma act. 
When questioned as to the number 
of federal licenses issued in Kansas he 
said they were in greater number com­ 
pared with Missouri and Nebraska, 
anti-prohibition states, hut no greater 
than in Iowa and Maine, prohibition 
states. 
With striking regularity the senate 
voted down motions to refer the dis­ 
pensary feature plan to the people. 
Little’s amendment to restrict the dis­ 
pensaries to tim places of 2,000 or more 
population and to restrict the authori­ 
ty of the governor and superintendent 
to locate dispensaries “where public 
necessity exists,” also met defeat, as 
feat as did a proposition to submit this 
particular question to the people by 
referendum. 
The section making an 
agent who sells liquor with a broken 
seal liable to the buyer in the sum .of 
$100 was changed, to be a misdemeanor 
against the state. 
As the bill isued from the committee 
anyone who steals or appropriates to 
his own or another’s use any liquors 
from the state 
or local 
agency ’is 
guilty of a felony and may be sent' to 
the penitentiary from one to seven 
years. This was ridiculed, so that it 
was changed to read, “larceny and 
punishable under the law.” 
The salary of the state agency super­ 
intendent was reduced from $2,500 to 
$1,800 per annum, and it was provided 
that not more than three per cent 
profit upon alcohol could be charged 
by the state. 
When the senate adjourned tonight 
the dispensary plan had been formally 
adopted and tomorrow will give con­ 
sideration to the enforcement code. 


For Teachers’ Institutes.

Washington, Feb. 26.—Senator Bai­ 
ley took'occasion this afternoon, dur­ 
ing the consideration of a bill to pen­ 
sion veterinary surgeons of the army 
after ten years of service, to preach a 
sermonette on the virtue of thrift and 
to inveigh against the 
tendency 
of 
making the government care, in old 
age, for thos who in the days of their 
strength had neglected to care for 
themselves. 
Senator Bailey said he was in fa- 
m>r of having all government employes 
paid well, but he thought the govern­ 
ment was under no obligation beyond 
that. Most people, he said, if assured 
oi a salary for a term as long as that 
enjoyed by the ordinary government 
employe, would provide against the in- 
fuAnilins iii age. To pension civil em­ 
ployes, he said, would be. to destroy 
their incentive to thrift. He contrasted 
their situation with that of a man de­ 
pendent on public favor. 
“A man comes to congress and stays 
twenty years,” said Senator Bailey, 
“very few; of us are willing, while serv­ 
ing the people during the session to 
go home and serve during the recess. 
Very few of us are able to undertake 
the double drudgery of serving our 
constituents here 
and 
serving 
our 
clients when we are not required to 
he here. 
“As a consequence nearly all of the 
lawyers who come to congress and 
serve fifteen or twenty years, at the 
expiration of their service, upon their 
voluntary or enforced retirement, find 
their law practice gone. They are ab­ 
solutely without the means of liveli­ 
hood. Nobody proposes that they shall 
be pensioned. 
“A man may stay here forty years: 
he may unselfishly devote himself to 
the grave colicins of this people. He 
may scorn delights and live laborious 
days, as a faithful servant must do; 
yet, except that he out of his salary 
saves a competency, there is nobody 
to provide for him in his declining 
years and I would resist the law that 
made such a provision. 
“I say th government ought to pay 
its senators and representatives, it 
ought to pay every man who serves it; 
down to the men who fight in the 
trenches, the full value of his ser-' 
vices w hile he works and when any | 
man ceases to work for this people he \ 
ought To cease* to' draw a salary from • 
the public treasury.”

for medicinal purposes was wholly 
unnecesary. He charged that the dis- 
pensary idea uas added to the enforce- 
ment code in order that it might "ride 
on to success." 


Kansas Vet Cited ns Example. 


Senator Davis of Bristow, in urging 


the separation of the two bills held 
up the prohibition bill of Kansas as a 
model which he said was -"iO per cent 
better than the Oklahoma act. 


When questioned as to the number 


of federal licenses issued in Kansas he 
said tihey were in greater number com- 
pared with Missouri and Nebraska, 
anti-prohibition states, but no greater 
than in Iowa and Maine, prohibition 
states 


With striking regularity the senate 


roted down motions to refer tlie dis- 
pensary feature plan to the people. 
Little's amendment to restrict the dis- 
pensaries to the places of 2,000 or more 
population and to restrict the authori- 
ty of the governor and superintendent 
to locate dispensaries "where public 
necessity exists," also met defeat, as 
f.at as did a proposition to submit this 
particular question to the people by 
referendum. Tlie section making an 
agent who sells liquor with a broken 
seal liable to the buyer in the sum ol! 
$1GD was changed, to be a misdemeanor 
against the state. 


As the bill isued from the committee 


anyone who steals or appropriates to 
his own or another's use any liquors 
from the state or local 
agency 'is 


guilty of a felony and may be sent to 
the penitentiary from one to seven 
years. This was ridiculed, so that it 
was changed to read, "larceny and 
punishable under the law." 


The salary of the state agency super- 


intendent was reduced from $2,500 tjo 
$1,800 per annum, and it was provided 
that not more than three per cent 
profit upon alcohol -could be charged 
by the state, 


When the senate adjourned tonigfit 


the dispensary plan had been formally 
adopted and tomorrow will give con- 
sideration to the enforcement code.

profit upon alcohol <xmld be charged 
by the state. 


When the senate adjourned tonight 


the dispensary plan had been formally 
adopted and tomorrow will give con- 
sideration to the enforcement code.
